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Conscription? 


IEUTENANT - GENERAL GUY 
Simonds, a great Canadian sol- 
dier and ex-Chief. of Staff, indicts 
the nation’s defence policies as a 
failure in conception and a bungle in 
execution 

Speaking on the public platform 
he urges the use of peacetime con- 
scription to solve the problem of 
manpower needed by the armed 
services. Writing in Maclean's Mag- 
azine, he denounces the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s administration of those 
services as incompetent, distorted by 
political pressures and totally inade- 
quate as a preparation for peace or 
war 

Many Canadians will agree with 
General Simonds that Canada should 
impose conscription, that a training 
period of two years or.so would 
greatly benefit both the minds and 
bodies of our young men 

Canada boasts that it has gen- 
erally made good its commitments 
to NATO but the other partners of 
the alliance impose conscription 
while we rely on the volunteer sys- 
tem. Whatever our contribution to 
the free world’s defence may be, we 
are not allowing it to ¢ause us any 
serious inconvenience 

But whatever the advantages of 
conscription might be, General Si- 
monds must know that it is not prac- 
tical politics at the moment. No 
-political--party—-is--prepared.to advo-. 
cate it. Even General Pearkes, VC, 
spokesman of the Conservative Party 
in military affairs, -is opposed to 
conscription 

When virtually the whole of our 
Parliament takes this position, it 
seems evident that the nation would 
not accept conscription today. The 
nation may be wrong—we think it is 
wrong—but no Parliament and no 
government will disobey its will. If 
conscription is to be imposed, a long 
period of public education will be re- 
quired. General Simonds evidently 
is trying, with his high prestige, to 
educate the public 

* * * 

When..he. comes to examine. the 
existing conditions in the defence 
services he considers problems that 
are immeédiately curable and, if he 
is right, should be cured without fur- 
ther delay 

As a retired soldier in possession 
of the most secret information, Gen 
eral Simonds feels con led to write 
in- generalities, It is difficult 
civilian to follow his exact meaning 
The essentials of his indictment, how- 
ever, are clear enough 

In the first place, he regards the 
central command of the armed serv- 
ices as top-heavy and as “not evolv- 


ing sound and objective defer 


cles. Because of this cur 
system of direction the responsible 
military chiefs of the three armed 
services are denied an opportunity to 
confront those responsible for politi 
cal decisions with objective military 
advice. . . Civil servants can, by de- 
liberate and unwarranted | stalling 
defeat the recommendations of the 
armed forces, even though those 
recommendations have been ap- 
proved by the cabinet.” 

This is a soldier's restrained lan- 
guage but it contains the most seri-

ous accusations against the’ defence 
department and its responsible min- 
ister, Mr. Campney. 

Secondly, General Simonds 
charges that the armed services 
often “embark on new projects with- 
out toe searching a consideration of 
whether what is being researched, 
developed or constructed necessarily 
represents the most valuable con- 
tribution to defence in the longer 
term.”

the development of the new CF-105 | 


fighter plane when the future of war 
lies in guided missiles, and of the 
McGill Fence radar line when the 
more northern DEW line is nearing 
completion. 

Thirdly, he makes the direct and 
startling charge that the ‘Canadian 
Chiefs of Staff Committee is ‘packed’ 
to protect the Government against 
the receipt of unpalatable advice, 
rather than present the-military case 
objectively and fearlessly on _ its 
merits

“The deputy minister of national 
defence, the permanent 
Chiefs of Staff, and the chairman of 
the Defence Research Board are all 
members of the Chiefs of Staff Com- 
mittee, yet none of these has any 
definite responsibility either to Par 
liament—on--the—-one- -hand-—er--for 
the end result as represented in 
the operational capability of each 
service _ 

Again: “As often as not the ef- 
forts of intermediaries are di- 
rected toward ‘dividing and conquer- 


pre- 


ing’, to having their own views | 
vail, rather than promoting harmony 
between the three services. The 
result is that there is no co-ordinated 
effort to evolve a sound and compre- 
hensive defence policy ... but rather 
the acceptance of any concept that 
seems most nearly to justify meas- 
ures predetermined by political ex- 

yncy and avoid coming face to 
face with the issue of manpower

“Little dodging expediencies grow 
into vast’ incubuses and huge sums 
of money are committed on a ‘de- 
policy’ that has never been 
thought through in all its ramifica- 
tions and consequences, and is no 
more than a ramshackle expensive 
patchwork.

New blood tests for detection 
ef “hidden” heart attacks, which 
were described to a Chicago con- 
vention of the American Medi- 
eal .Association, Tuesday, have 
been carried out in Victoria hos- 
pitals for at least two weeks 

Officials at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital said the new tests are 
« .. valuable in locating dam- 
age specifically in coronary 
thrombosis cases (when blood 
supply is cut off to part of the 
heart.)” 

They were anxious that per 
sons suffering heart ailments 
generally did not put too much 
emphasis on the Chicago an- 
nouncement. 

The test was described at the 
eonvention as “.. . the most im 


nosis since the electrocardio- 
graph was introdueed early in 
the century.” 

St. Joseph's Hospital has also 
been carrying out the test pro- 
cedure recently and Veterans’

tory equipment to follow suit.

If there is such a thing as a perfect life for a lover of the 
outdoors, Les Morrow appears to have come as close to the 
Utopia as anyone. 


Les is a public relations man, a writer, fisherman, hunter, 
amateur naturalist, conservationist and a lover of guns.of all 
calibre, 


And by careful organization, Les has managed to weld all 
these activities into a combined hobby and profession that not 
only nets him a comfortable income, but provides him with 
what he calls, “a perfect life.” 


Primarily, Les is an information officer for Canadian In- 
dustries Limited's ammunition branch and he specializes in 
spreading the gospel to hunters and shoggers on the newest 
ammunition wrinkles turned out by CIL’s research labs. 

But Les, being an ex-newspaperman, as so many public 
relations men seem to bé, still has an urge to pound out 
stories. He satisfies his urge by selling to publications like 
Sports TWustrated, which recently paid him $750 for one 
article; Field & Stream, Sports Afield and Outdoor Life and

Victoria's problem of amalgamation is quite different 
from that faced by other Canadian cities. 

That's what the Toronto amalgamation surveyors claim 
in. their study of the Greater Victoria area 

Here are some of their observations on the subject: 

Among the 31 metropolitan and major urban areas as 
defined for purposes of the 1951 Canadian census, the 
Greater Victoria area is unique in that the population resi- 
dent outside the boundaries of the central city is greater 
than the population of the central city itself. 


Among the metropolitan areas, the umber of separate 
municipalities included within any single one is frequently 
much greater than in Victoria's case. In the Greater Mont- 
real area, for example, there are no less than 50 municipal- 
ities included, under the DBS listing. It might be said, 
however, that the number in the Victoria area is fairly 
typical of a Canadian metropolis of its size. It should be 
noted, moreover, that there is a tendency for néw jurisdic- 
tions to be formed as the growth of the metropolitan area 
goes forward. The partitioring of the old Saanich into the 
two municipalities of Saanich and Centra] Saanich is a case 
in point. 


Can't Profit From Experience of Others” 


On the other hand, it~is quite unusual within the 
Dominion of Canada for suburban areas within a metropol- 
itan community to exist as unorganized territories coming 
under the paternal administration of the province for eel 
government purposes. There is a someWhat similar situa- 
tion in the metropolitan area of St. John's; Newfoundland, 
and a partial parallel is found also in the Greater Vancouver 
area. But Victoria's position is sufficiently. unique to..pre-- 
vent it from profiting by the experience in other metropol- 
itan areas in dealing with this particular complicating factor. 

The major cause of what is commonly termed the met- 
ropolitan problem is urban growth. At any one timie, the 
difficulties created by divided jurisdiction are in part deter- 


pattern that such growth is assuming. Difficulties may also 
have been built up by a rapid rate of growth earlier which 
has piled up a backlog of municipal service requirements. 
Likewise the anticipated rate of growth in the future has a 
direct bearing upon the boldness of’ the plans that ought to 
be considered for solving the metropolitan problem. 


Rate of Growth Uneven in Component Parts 


Between 1941 and 1951, what the census defines as the 
Victoria metropolitan area increased in population by 38 per 
cent. While the figure quoted is rease-ably accurate, the 
definition of the area is deficient in thar it leaves out that 
big portion of the real metropolitan area which lies within 
unorganized territories. A further point is that the rate of 
growth within the municipal components of the census area 
itself were by no means even. The City of Victoria grew by 
only 16% per cent between the two census years. Thus the 
overall average of more than double the rate in the city 
proper was accounted for the much higher rates of growth 
in the three surrounding municipalities.

1954 has continued strong. Yet the growth has dropped off 
sharply in Esquimalt since 1951 and has slowed down con- 
siderably in Oak Bay. In other words, the current expan- 
sion is taking place primarily in Saanich and in the unor- 
ganized territories. 

A comparison with other metropolitan areas gives added 
perspective. The Victoria metropolitan area as defined for 
census purposes has been expanding more rapidly than cer- 
tain metropolitan areas, particularly in the Maritime Prov- 
inces, but less rapidly than some of the great metropolitan 
areas in other parts of Canada. At the same time, Greater 
Victoria has been sharing the experience of all metropolitan 
areas in Canada in growing faster than the overall rate of 
growth throughout the country or even the rate of growth 
in most smaller urban centres. 

Over and above the particular rate and pattern of pop- 
ulation growth, the proportions of the problems of arterial 
toad ‘and public transit services within a metropolitan area 
are related to the intensity of shuttle movement of people 
and goods throughout the area. How much of the shuttle 
movement exists and the extent to which it is concentrated 
in rush-hour periods is determined very largely by the 
economic base of the metropolis. 

Greater Victoria is distinctive in this respect in the 
extent to which it is dependent upon the tourist industry, 
in the existence of substantial establishménts of both the 
federal and provincial governments and in the attraction it 
holds as a residential area for retired people of independent 
means. Its island location rules the metropolis out as a 
major manufacturing or distributing centre. The Victoria 
area has, it is true, built up a number of extractive indus- 
tries-based—-particulariy—upon the forest resources” of the 
island. But it cannot hope to compete with the city of 
Vancouver either as a manufacturing and distributing centre 
6F as an ocean port. 


Tourist Car Travel Cut 


, What is the effect of Greater Victoria's particular eco- 
nomic base upon the shuttle movement of goods ani ser- 


vices? Ordinarily, we might..expect the..tourist industry_te -- 


bring a great many cars into the metropolis. In point of 
fact, however, the number is cut down sharply because 
automobiles have to be brought by ferry from mainland 
ports in British Columbia or the State of Washington. The 
small proportion of major manufacturing and the lack of 
large-scale distributing activities both reduce the overall 
movement of goods. Governmental establishments are so 
located that their employees do not necessarily have. long 
trips to and from work. Again, not all the establishments 
in question are concentrated in a single downtown area. 
Retired people make less use of the streets than office or 
factory workers during rush-hour periods. By timing their 
trips to the stores, they are in a, position to avoid contribut- 
ing to traffic congestion. A further feature is that, except 
for vehicles carried by ferry, location at the end of a penin- 
sula eliminates afl through traffic from and to other centres. 
In. summary, traffic and transit problems — which ‘some 
people in the Greater Vicforia area may regard as quite 
serious—would be viewed as no problem at all in other large 
metropolitan areas wpere lengthy tie-ups have become a 
daily occurrence.

throughout Greater Victoria provides a working equivalent 
of a goodly proportion of the metropolitan government net- 
work that many areas are still seeking to achieve. In com- 
bination, all these joint service arrangements have greatly 
reduced its problems of divided jurisdiction. Nevertheless, 
within the services so covered, there remain a number of 
weaknesses in comparison with the outright transfer of 
responsibilities to some form of metropolitan municipality. 
First, the inter-municipal boards constitute a method of 
government which removes the services in question from 
direct policy control by the local elected representatives in 
the area. Second, there js no guarantbe of permanence with 
co-operative arrangements and an insufficient guarantee 
even in the case of the inter-municipal bodies. Third, some 
of these arrangements leave both gaps in coverage and some 
remaining measure of divided jurisdiction. Fourthly, both 
co-operative agreements and intereunicipal bodies make for 
confusion and lack of co-ordination in policy formulation 
and administration. 


Co-Operative Arrangements Are Limited 


A further point is that co-operative arrangements and 
inter-municipal boards Go not meet all the problems of 
divided jurisdiction. This limitation can best be illustrated 
by a number of examples from the Victoria area itself. 

The construction and maintenance of roads, except for 
these arteries which is exclusively a provincial responsibil- 
ity, is undertaken almost entirely through the separate 
action of the individual municipalities. Work on municipal 
boundary roads has involved a limited amount of inter- 
municipal co-operation but, according to the Institute's in- 
formation, uniformity in policy and scheduling on these 
roads has on occasion been far from adequate. 

-As-iong-as the present--municipal boundaries are’ con- 
tinued, the City of Victoria will bear the full local responsi- 
bility for maintenance and eventual replacement of the 
Point Ellice and Johnson Street bridges. Since, gtrictly 
speaking, these bridges link two sections of the city itself, 
an inter-municipal arrangement is scarcely a likely develop- 
_ment; Yet. the bridges. areof . direct benefit..to citizens 
throughout the metropolitan are@ and beyond, while, to the 
residents of Esquimalt at least, they are a virtual necessity. 

A similar type of situation is currently developing in 
the District of Saanich. There is a growing need for an 
east-west traffic artery across the lower portion of the 
district. Such an.artery would undoubtedly be useful to the 
residents of Oak Bay and of some considerable value to the 
whole metropolitan area. With the present municipal struc- 
ture, the District of Saanich alone must bear the responsi- 
bility. 


Problem of Metropolitan-Wide Importance 

Over the next 20 years, the City of Victoria anticipates 
the necessity of extensive improvements to its storm sewer 
system. It is possible that an east-west storm sewer across 
the northern portion of the city, providing drainage for parts 
of Saanich and Oak Bay as well, would prove a more eco- 
nomical investment or at léast warrant .a higher priority 
than redevélopment of some of the city’s present system. 
Barring another inter-municipal agreement, “however, the 
launching of such an undertaking is inhibited by divided 
Jurisdiction.

Commission engineers have 
laid out a program of repairs 
that includes rebuilding of 
from 30 to 60 feet of the wooden 
pipe, and putting permanent 
footings under the adjacent 
pipe that. were washed out 
after the accident 

Consulting engineers 
H. G. Acres & Company, Ni 
agara Falls, Ont., the firm that 
designed the plant and directed 
construction, are expected 
reach Victoria today, They will 
endeavor to ascertain why the 
leakage occurred in the first 
pipe, which in turn affected the 
foundation of the second 

Water rushing downhill from 
the break in the pipe flooded 
basements of two homes on the 
powerhouse townsite, and car 
ried some mud to the rear of 
the powerhouse. There was no 
damage. 

The plant is operating at two 
thirds capacity, which is suf 
ficient to meet all industrial and 
domestic demands at this time 
of year.
